In New York City, where the 
Corporation is directing its first 
major efforts, there are said to be 
$860,000,000 of real estate bonds 
in default. As part of the work 
of relieying this situation, George 
E. Roosevelt was made chairman 
of a committee of bankers which 
early this year set out to co-or- 
dinate the efforts of unorganized 
holders of real estate bonds to 
salvage their investments in fore- 
closed enterprises. To date, the 
committee has been asked to rep- 
resent holders of $50,000,000 of 
real estate bonds. 


The reconstruction corporation 


enterprise, however, is not aimed 
to benefit directly the frozen situa- 
tion in which defaults have already 
occurred. Instead, it is setting up 
a'plan designed to help owners of 
“guaranteed” ##mortgage bonds, 
Under State law, bonds of this 
character may be issued to an 
amount equal to only 66 per cent 
of the appraised valuation of the 
properties against which they are 
direct charges, Of course the rela- 
tion of appraised value to present 
value and earning power varies in 
different cases. 


There are $2,000,000,000 of such

CABINET MEMBERS

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Be- 
tween the morning and afternoon 
sessions of the revenue bill hearing 
today, Senator Pat Harrison, Mis- 
sissippi, Democrat, in the Senate 
criticised President Hoover for de- 


manding economy of Congress 
without specifying how to accom- 
plish it. 

“He never got that idea until 
Congress made it popular,’ Har- 
rison said. ‘“‘Now it is a daily oc- 
curence for him either to send a 
message to Congress or to call in 
the newspaper men and make a 
statement about economy.” 

Alluding to an army parade in 
progress outside the Capitol, Sen- 
ator Norris, Nebraska Progressive 
asked: “Is the expense of the pa- 
rade célebrating our entry into the 
war a part of the President’s pro- 
gram of retrenchment?’’ 

Harrison said Congress had 
promptly enacted every definite 
economy recommendation made by 
President EKoover. Recalling that 
President Harding had submitted 
a list of specified economies to 
Congress, Harrison went on: 

“IT honor him for it, and when 
T do so I will add that mine is the 
first voice lifted in the Senate in 
praise of President Harding since 
he died.” 

Difference Over Figures. 

Harrison pointed out that, when 
the House proposed to.cut $200,- 
000,000 frdm the Government’s 
‘yearly budget, Secretary Mills 
stated that not more than $125,- 
000,000 would be /saved. 

“That's the kind of co-operation 
we get from his administration 
when'"we try to practice economy,” 
he continued. 

“The President talks about 
economy like a woman talking 
about her operation, but he or his 
Cabinet objects to every attempt to 
put it into effect. 

“Apparently he has followed his 
usual tactics of postponing and de- 
laying until he can find which way 
the bandwagon is going, and then 
hop on it. That would be char- 
acteristic of him. He owes an 
apology the American people.” 

Action of Cabinet Members. 


“If he wants to cut’ expenses,” 
interposed Dill (Dem.), Washing- 
ton, “why doesn’t he call in. the 
members of his Cabinet and. ask 
them where their departments can 
be curtailed?’ 

“Why,” exclaimed Bratton 
(Dem.), New Mexico, “when the 
Appropriations Committee did pro- 
pose to curtail, members of the 
Cabinet came in and protested bit- 
terly, and some of them  eéven 
asked for increased funds.” 

“If the President is sincere about 
economy, and if he had any cour- 
age, he would ask those Cabinet 
members for their resignations,” 
Harrison declared. 

“Yet the fact is that when the 
Senate ditected the committee to 
make a 10 per cent cut in the de- 
partment expenses, every single de- 
partment head wrote and protest- 
ed.” 


Senator Smoot, Utah, Republic- 


an, said that, when Hoover was 
Secretary of Commerce, he made 
some “very sensible suggestions’’ 


for saving money. 

“Yes, but since he became Presi- 
dent, he has done nothing to carry 
them out,”” Harrison retorted. “He 
did two things as Secrétary—he 
made some good suggestions, and 
he made the Department of Com- 
merce the most expensive luxury 
ever foisted on this country.” 

When Smoot replied that the de- 
partment had “done wonders in 
expanding our foreign trade,” Har- 
rison guffawed. He exclaimed, 
“Why, between the Department of 
Commerce and the Smoot tariff 
act, our foreign trade has virtual]- 
ly disappeared. We have prac- 
tically none” 

Economy Wisdom. 

Senator Brookhart (Rep.), lowa, 
challenged the wisdom of the 
economy drive, and said all it 
would accomplish was the saving 
of about $300 each to 1,000,000 
wealthy taxpayers. 

Harrison read a newspaper item 
which said the South Bend, Ind., 
Chamber of Commerce had voted 
to urge the Presiderit to abolish the 
Department of Commerce. He said 
Albert R. Erskine, president of the 
Studebaker Corporation, proposed 
the action.

Reading figures 
which he said came from the Sec- 
retary of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, he said Congress last year 
appropriated $5,178,524,.967, or 
$28,000,000 “less than was recom- 
mended by the President.” 
The budget for this year, he said, 
was $4,601,479,101. Special appro- 
priations already made by Congress 
this year upon recommendation of 
the President, including the $500,- 
000,000 for the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, brought this 
year’s budget up to $5,557,074,434, 
McKellar said. 
“These figures show that the 
amount to be appropriated this 
year is actually $378,549,466 more 
than was appropriated last year,” 
he continued. ‘“‘The President may 
have cut down the estimates pro- 
posed by the departments but that 
does not count as acfual reduction 
in the budget. I know the Presi- 
dent is not undertaking to mislead 
the public but I am _ convinced 
someone has misled the President.” 

Million Cut in One Bill. 
Senate and House conferees yes- 
ccrday reported agreement on the 
Agriculture Department appropria- 
tion bill, cutting approximately

Only a little more than two 
weeks ago this great red gelding 
had signalized his North American 
invasion by winning the rich Agua 
Caliente (Mex.) Handicap, a mat- 
ter of $50,050. © 


His return trip by motor van up 
the coast was uneventful. He was 
quartered contentedly in private 
stables here, awaiting a special race 
at Tanforan track. It was to be a 
prelude to an attack on one of the 
strongholds of racing in this coun- 
try, Chicago. There some of Ame7z- 
ica’s finest horseflesh, such as 
Twenty Grand and Mate, were 
waiting to match strides with the 
“red terror from down under.” 

An autopsy showed the great 
thoroughbred died from the ef- 
fects of green feed nibbled from a 
California field, after he had with- 
stood the rigors of a 10,000-mile 
sea voyage across the Pacific. 

Guarded by attendants who 
watched his every movement by 
day and slept near him at night, 
the big horse is thought to have 
picked up a mouthful of green food 
while exercising in a field adjacent 
to his quarters. 

Veterinarians think a bit of fox- 
tail, or alfalfa or barley, sodden 
with dew, induced the colic. The 
horse was valued at $500,000 by 
D. J. Davis of San Francisco, joint 
owner with Harry Telford of Aus- 
tralia of the mount. 

Rumors of poison were circu- 
lated, but thesé were discounted by 
attendants, including Dr. William 
Nielsen, veterinarian who- jour- 
neyed from Australia with the 
horse, : 

Dr. Nielsen, with Dr. Caesar 
Masuero of San Francisco, per- 
formed the autopsy, which showed 
a highly inflamed stomach, some- 
what perforated. It was thought 
the irritation must have begun 
two days before. Phar Lap was 
ailing at 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning.

“That’s a foolish 
question,” shouted the Cabinet 
member, “and I won’t answer any 
foolish questions.” 


Questioning of the Treasury Head 
by Senators. 


When the committee reconvened 
this afternoon, Senator Jones 
(Rep.), Washington, asked Mills 
how the British income tax rates 
compared with ours He replied 
that “the exemptions are much 
lower.” 

“Yes, and the rates are much 
higher, aren’t-they?” asked Joncs. 
“They are. The normal rate is 
higher, and they have drastic sur- 
taxes on larger incomes.” 

Arguing against the higher rate 
on corporations filing consolidated 
returns, Mills said, if such returns 
were permitted at all, they should 
be assessed at the same rate as 
other returns,. 

Smoot surprised Mills by reply- 
ing that chain stores took advan- 
tage of the consolidated return 
The £hain 
opens a new store in’a new town, 
drives its competitors out of busi- 
ness by operating at a loss, and in 
turn deducts that loss from the 
taxes of its established stores. 

“And, when it has gained a mon- 
opoly, jacks up the prices to a 
higher level than ever. before,” 
added Connally, Texas. 

Corporations and Partnerships. 

Mills, arguing the proposal to 
apply normal income tax rates to 
income consisting of dividends, said 
it would be double taxation, be- 
cause the dividends would already 
have paid corporation taxes. He 
added, however, that it would 
yield $90,000,060 in yearly revenue 
—more than House leaders esti- 
mated. This was the first time on 
record one of his estimates had ex- 
ceeded the House’s. 

Mills said this provision would 
discriminate against corporations 
in favor of partnerships. Connal- 
ly asked if corporations should not 
pay for the pecuHar privileges and

immunities they enjoy under the 
law. Mills said he was in favor 
of taxing corporations and part- 
nerships at the same rate, al- 
though he considered that, impos- 
sible. : ee: 

On Taxing Ability to Pay. 

When Mills said that “ability to 
pay should be the true test of tax- 
ation,’’ Connally asked him why a 
corporation having twice as large a 
return as another should not pay a 
higher rate, Mills replied that “an 
excess profits tax is beautiful in 
theory, but an abominatféfiin prac- 
tice,” because of the difficulty of 
determining actual investmént. 

“Real Tax Problem Local.” 
_ The Hguse proposal to increase 
estate taxes sufficiently to impose 
a tax of 45 per cent on inherited 
wealth above the first $10,000,000 
jas pronounced “drastic” by Mills. 

“Even @ man of your conserva- 
tive views myst view estates as a 
proper field of Federal taxation,” 
Connally remarked. Mills said he 
did, but he thought the House rates 
too high. ' 

“If you want the estate tax for 
revenue,” he said, “I think 26 per 
cent is the best rate. Of course, if 
you want to use the estate tax to 
break up great fortunes, that’s 
something else to. be considered. 
But we ought to face it honestly.” 
Mills interjected also that “‘some- 
thing will soon have to be done 
about the problem of multiple tax- 
ation.”” Pointing out, for example, 
that Wisconsin has a maximum 
State income tax of 14 per cent, he 
said it was unfair for residents of 
that State to pay the same Federal 
income tax as persons in states 
having very low state rates. 

“After all,” he went on, “the 
real tax problem is local. Nobody 
is suffering from Federal taxes, 
but people are being absolutely 
crucified by state and local taxes. 
That is why farms are being sold 
under the hammer, and renters are 
being evicted from their homes.” 

When Mills characterized the 
maximum estate tax of 45 per cent 
as “confiscation,” Connally re- 
minded him that it only applied 
after the first $10,000,000. Mills 
rejoined that he belfeyed it “un- 
sound” to break up the great for- 
tunes. 

“IT believe it is sound econom- 
ics,” he said, “to have the great 
aggregations of wealth in a given 
number of hands. That is the 
way working capital of industry is 
mobilized and maintained. If you 
distribute it among a large num- 
ber of people, you destroy its 
force.” f 
Rejoindcr on Mills’ Views. 

The secretary’s argument in be- 
half of keeping the national wealth 
in the same limited number of 
hands, drew a passionate rejoinder 
from Connally. “I dissent from 
every word of it,” he said. “I don’t 
believe that the value of a plant or 
railroad is a dollar greater because 
its securities are held by one John 
Smith instead of a thousand Bill 
Browns. 

“And, furthermore, we are not 
proposing to take any man’s estate 
while: he lives. There will be no 
pockets in the shrouds of Ford or 
Rockefeller. They can’t take it 
with them. What we oppose is al- 
lowing them to entail these great 


fortunes down through the ages to 
their descendants without the 
slightest regard for ability or social 
usefulness of those descendants. No 
man deserves to live his life in lux- 
ury because his father or grand- 
father was a producer.” 

Mills’ own large fortune was 
founded by his grandfather and 
greatly augumented by his father. 

Mills told the committee that the 
country was “in serious danger” 
unless the budget is balanced. Since 
September, he said, private credit 
has been greatly deflated, and “it 
is imperative that the nationa!) 
credit be kept above any question 
of impairment.” Any such ques- 
tion, he said, would result in a de- 
cline of Government securities, and 
a greater decline of private securi- 
ties. 

Senator La Follette asked how 
the Treasury arrived at its esti- 
mates of yields f-om new taxes. 
Mills said it was “a mysterious 
process,” and very complicated. He 
advised the committee to call the 
department cxperts.

“The cumulative effect of all

General Income Tax Policy. ~ 

“For a long period of years we 
have relied on a_ limited, rather 
than a general, income tax. We 
have become accustomed to high 
exemptions and very low rates on 
the smeltier taxable incomes. That 
is our fixed conception of an in- 
come tax, and it is very difficult as 
a practical matter to change fixed 
conceptions of this character. 

“We recommended, to be sure, a 
broadening Of the income tax base 
by a reduction of the exemptions 
and an iricréase in the surtax rates 
to the level of the 1924 act, which 
meant a_doubling of the rates in 
the upper brackets, as a means not 
only of obtaining Such revenue as 
these measures would yield, moder- 
ate though the amounts are,” he 
said, “but because we_recognized 
that, if ever there was a time when 
the doctrine of ability to pay should 
apply, it is now.” 

Mills said’ the Treasury had re- 
jected a general sales or turnover 
tax because of administrative dif- 
ficulties and because it was consid- 
ered unsound in principle. He said 
he would make no recommendation 
for the revival of the general sales 
tax rejected by the House. 

Mills’ Views on Estate Tax.

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ALDERMEN TALK 
‘OF ABOLISHING 
~ CITY PLAN BODY 


Informal . Discussions Also 
Cover Possibility of Vir- 
tual Elimination of Effi- 
ciency Board. _ 


In informal conversations at City 
Hall, groups of Aldermen have 
been discussing various municipal 
expenditures which might be elim- 
inated in the effort to make the 
budget for the coming fiscal year 
about $2,250,000 lower than the 


last one. 

The Board of Aldermen will have 
before it next Friday, at the final 
session in this fiscai year, the rec- 
ommendation of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, made 
yesterday, for a & per cent pay cut 
for all officials and employes dur- 
ing the coming year, with the pos- 
sibility of increasing the reduction 
to 10 per cent in the last seven 
months if necessary. A 5 per cent 
wage cut throughout the year 
would save about $650,000, the 
Comptroller estimates, leaving 
about $1,600,000 to be saved by 
other economies. 

Aldermen Wimer and A. H, Nie- 
derluecke said today the board of 
Aldermen, in their opinion, would 
not approve of salary reduction. 
They suggested that employment 
might be staggered and that useless 
departments or positions might be 
abolished. Wimer proposed a cer- 
sation of street widening work and 
reduction of the force of the con- 
demnation section of the city Law 
Department, 

Principal items which Aldermen 
have talked of in the last day or 
two, in their search for economies, 
have been curtailment 
Mayor’s contingent fund, and the 
Board of Aldermen contingent fund, 
virtual elimination of the Efficiency 
Board, and abolition of the City 
Plan Commission and Psychiatric 
Clinic. Appropriations for these 
four objects in the year now ending 
aggregated only $81,196. 

Contingent Fund Provision. 

The Charter requires provision of 
a contingent fund for the Mayor, 
for which he has to account only 
in the most general terms at the 
end of every four years. The sum 
has been fixed at $12,500 annually 
by Ordinance for many years. At 
the end of Mayor Miller’s first term 
he réported a balance of $6.40 re- 
maining out of the $50,000 given. 
The theory of the fund is that the 
Mayor needs money to pay for en- 
tertaining public visitors, boosting 
the city, making any private inves- 
tigations he may desire and keeping 
his desk supplied with cigars. 

The Board of Aldermen conting- 
ent fund has been $6000 a year, 
used chiefly to pay for junkets. 

Aiderman Kaufmann suggested 
that the Efficiency Board could be 
abolished, except for one clerk tu 
keep the records, in view of. the 
policy established by the Board of 
Estimate yesterday against filling 
vacancies among employes. Last 
year’s appropriation for the board 
was $30,405, nearly all for salaries. 
Two years ago the Board of Alder- 
men tried to abolish the Efficiency 
Board by giving it a nominal ap- 
propriation, asserting it was only a 
rubber stamp for the administra- 
tion in hiring help. The difficulty 
was ironed out. 

Elimination of the City Pian 
Commission was proposed by Al- 
derman Neu, whose attitude toward 
the commission has been one of 
dislike. Neu has advocated zoning 
amendments contrary to the Ctom- 
Mission’s policy. His argument is 
that the commission is not needed 
since the depression has brought 2 
lull in public improvements. The 
commission, however, is engaged in 
a variety of studies for future use. 
Its appropriation last year was 
$20,637, mostly for salaries. 

Cost of the Psychiatric Clinic, 
Which examines children for the 
Juvenile Court and some adults for 
the criminal courts, was $12,754 
last year, of which $12,000 was for 
salaries. 

Objections by Employes. 

Some city employés have ex- 
pressed disappointment at the de- 
cision to reduce salaries instead of 
staggering the hours or days of 
employment or giving vacations 
without pay. They fear it may be 
difficult to restore salaries to for- 
mer levels when the city 1s more 
prosperous, The Board of Esti- 
mate requested the Board of Alder- 
men to put the 5 per cent reduc- 
tion into effect for the bulk of city 
workers, who are in the classified 
service, through the standardiza- 
tion bill, fixing pay schedules for 
the coming year, and for a smal 
number of other employes, euch x6 
commissioner€ and lawyers, /by 
amending ordinances fixing their 
pay. Higher officials, including 
the Mayor and others, whose sal- 
aries are fixed by charter, are ex- 
pected to accede to the pay cut 
voluntarily. 

The principal reason forcing 
the city to trim its budget is the 
10 per eent reduction in the real 
éstate assessment here, ordered 
— week by the State Board of 
Equalization. This will cost the 
city $1,439,106 in taxes for munic- 
ipal purposes. Another reason is 
the gencral pressure to balance the 
budget by eliminating the deficit, 
panticipated to be about $600,000 


The city also fears that next year’s 
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Budget to Be Cut. 
Depaitment heads had asked 
for $18,496,422 in the new budget, 
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in the Jast budget, but the Board 
of etimate is seeking to limit 
the new one to about $14,200,000, 
or about 18 per cent less than last 
year. The budget which the board 
is considering relates only to gen- 
eral municipal expenditures. In ad- 
dition, the taxpayers were charged 
about $19,250,000 last year for 
operation of the St. Louis public 
schools, the Public Library, the 
City Art Museum and the Fores: 
Park Zoo, and for support of the 
municipal and school bond sinking 
funds. 

Mayor Miller suggested yester- 
day that the people be asked to 
cancel the $1,500,000 in bonds aus 
thorized for a northeastern § rail 
approach to Municipal Bridge, and 
the $400.000 for an aquarium at 
the 200; and to aythorize the is- 
suance of the $1,900,000 in bonds 
to relieve the city’s treasury, $0 a8 
to balance the budget and make 
it necessary to put only about 
$350,000 of economies into effect. 


The Mayor's colleagues on the 
Board of Estimate, 
Nolte and President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen, declared it 
would be a mistake to pay- running 
expenses with bond money and the

Kidnaping Is Hard to Fight; 
Recommends Federal Laws 


Franklin Miller Outlines Grave Aspects of 
Abductions in Article for Missouri 
University Paper. 


NDER the title, ““‘The Kidnap- 
[J ise Racket,” Circuit Attorney 

Franklin Miller has written the 
following article published in the 
March issue of the Missouri Al- 
umnus, a publication of the Uni-- 
versity of Missouri, of which he is 
a. graduate: 

“Some two years ago a gangster 
with a long record of crimes and 
eonvictions, whose testimony the 
State was obliged to use as a wit- 
ness in a St. Louis murder case, 
told me that ‘the cOming racket of 
the underworld will be kidnaping 
for ransom;’ candidly pointing 
eut the greater advantages and 
profits to be expected by organ- 
ized gangs of determined enemies 
of society who would adopt this 
form of crime instead of the more 
dangerous and usually less profit- 
able crimes of robbery and bur- 
‘glary that have heretofore  fur- 
inished the bulk of our major 
‘crimes of violence committed to ob- 
tain muney. The recent steady in- 
crease in number and atrocity of 
kidnapings ail over the country 
strongly supports the prophecy ex- 
‘pressed by this ex-convict—an ex- 
pert in his own line. In kidnap- 
ing for ransom: the criminal world 
‘has undoubted!l, adopted, as a 
‘racket.’ the lowest and most de- 
'spicable of all crimes denounced by 


tthe law. Let me briefly point out 
'some of its principal characteris- 
tics. e 


“It is born of cupidity for large 
sums of ‘eaSy money’ to be pro- 
‘cured by desperate men, without 
taking the necessary risks of ordi- 
‘mary robbers and burglars of en- 
countering immediate and effective 
personal resistance by the victim 
who, if armed, may (and often 
does) kill or seriously wound the 
robber or burglar, or at least frus- 
trates the crime, and who may be 
‘able later to identify the criminal 
and procure his conviction. So that 
kidnaping for ransom may be con- 
sidered as a comparatively ‘safe 
crime,’ as involving the minimum 
of personal risk and the maximuni 
of prospective gain to the perpetra- 
tors. If carefully planned by a well- 
‘organized gang, and especially if 
the victim is a baby or small child. 
the element of persona! risk in seiz- 
ing the victim is almost entirely 
eliminated. In the case of the baby 
or small child, there can be no iden- 
tification by the victim. even if the 
kidnapers are later arrested after 
|the victim’s release; so that there 
(is every incentive for the captors, 
‘when hard pressed by the police, to 
do away with the child and thus 
| avoid capture with the victim on 
hand as evidence of the crime.

If 
the victim be an adult, he igs ter- 
rorized by threats and fear of 
death or serious injury, if not ac- 


tually abused or maltreated. The 
victim can never know when it 
may become mecessary (in the 


opinion of his captors) to furnish 
evidence of his continued captiv- 
ity or to emphasize their demands 
for the ransom, by sending to his 
family (for example) one of his 
fingers or toes. He can never 
know when the exigencies of hasty 
flight to escape capture or detec- 
tion may demand.that. he be put 
forever out of the world, because 
‘dead men tell no tales.’ Snatched 
up without a warning or chance of 
resistance, he is transported he 
knows not where and kept in hid- 
ing under armed guard, with no 
chance of direct communication 
with his family, often in a most 
forbidding and unsanitary ‘hide 
out’ with insufficient or improper 
food and bedding, enduring for 
days or weeks well-nigh insupport- 
able mental anguish and _ distress 
both for himself and for’ those 
whom he holds most dear. 


“The anguish of the victim’s fam- 
ily is, if possible, even more poig- 
nant’and distressing. Every con- 
sideration of normal human con- 
duct impels them to make super- 
human efforts to secure his release 
at any and every cost. If the vic- 
tim is a child the added fear and 
distress for the health or even the 
life of the helpless little chap is 
-well-nigh overwhelming. If the 
ransom demand is paid, the money 
loss alone to the family and friends 
who meet the extortionate demand 
is often so great as to be ruinous. 


And even if release is secured by 
payment of the ransom, the deal 
must usually be made by the fam- 
ily through some agent or attorney 
of the kidnapers acting (for a 
share of the booty) as ‘go-between. 
Thus the innocent are forced, 
through no fault of their own, into 
a most damnable and.revolting 
partnership in the very business of 
the crime itself. 


“The risk of making a false step 
in the negotiations for the victim's 
release is so great as often to deter 
or unnerve the most hardy rescu- 
ers. If they promptly notify and 
co-operate with the police and 
prosecuting authorities, they may 
defeat their own purpose and in- 
sure (through fear or revenge of 
the captors) the death or’ grave in- 
jury of the victim they are tryias 
to help. If, on the other hand, 
they attempt to keep the crime a 
secret and to handle the neégotia- 
tions without the help of the au- 
thorities, then they are almost in- 
variably frustrated by the activities 
(however necessary or well meant) 
of the authorities themselves and 


wide publicity for their own proper 
purposes. And even if they shculd | 
succeed in their attempt and nego- 
tiate the release without police or 
press interference, they thereby in- 
sure the escape scot-free of the 
kidnapers: with the result that jus- 
tice is defeated and the commission 
acter is directly encouraged. It is 
indeed a hard choice to make. 
What Citizens Can Do. 

“Now in the face of this grave 

and growing peril what can prop- 


cerned in stopping or checking this 
racket? 

“It seems reasonably certain (as 
this is written) that the two bills 
now pending in Congress, to make 
kidnaping and transporting the 
victom from State to State and the 
use of mails to demand ransom 
crimes against the Federal Govern- 
ment, will in the near future be- 
come laws, carrying severe punish- 
ment for their violation. To insure 
this result every voter should at 
once write to his or her Congress- 
man and Senator at Washington 
urging the passage of these most 
salutary bills without delay. 

“The laws of Missouri on this 


subject are already sufficiently 
clear and severe and need no 
amendment. Kidnaping for ran- 
som, under Section 4020 of the 


Revised Statutes, is punishable on 
conviction by death or by impris- 
onment in the penitentiary from 
five years upward, at the option of 
the jury; and the offense is com- 
plete when the victiin is seized and 
held with the intent to demand 
ransom, whether or not the ransom 
be actually demanded or paid. The 
police officials and prosecuting of- 
ticers:of the State are ready and 
eager to detect, arrest and prose- 
cute to the limit of their powers al! 
offenders under this law. The 
courts of the State are open and 
ready to urford prompt triais in all 
such cases brought before them. It 
remains for every citizen, when 
éalled as a juror in a case arising 
under this law, to render full and 
ungrudging service, without fear or 
favor, to the State and to his com- 
munity, by voting for convictions 
when justified bv the evidence, and 
for the imposition of the most 
severe penalties upon the guilty. 
Without such righteous service by 
the jurors no effective headway can 
be made against this growing peril 
to every home and family. 
Advice to Parents. 

“AS a sound precaution, parents 
should carefully instruct each small 
child (old enough to learn and re- 
member) the correct answers to 
questions as to his own and his 
father’s names, where he lives (by 
street number, town and 6 state), 
and his home telephone number: 
and the child should also. be taught 
how to use the telephone. All this 
should be rehearsed at intervals 
until indelibly impressed upon the 
child’s memory. Taking the child’s 
finger prints would insure its ab- 
solute identification if stolen, no 
matter when recovered. Every 
such child should further be cau- 
tioned never to walk or ride with 
any person without first getting 
the mother’s permission—especial- 
ly if candy, meney or other gift is 
offered. Attention to this may 
save untold anguish and the pos- 
sible loss of the child.

TWO WHO SHOT ENVOY 
GET DEATH IN RUSSIA 


They Say They Meant to Kill 
German Ambassador but 
Wounded Counselor.

MOSCOW, April 6.—Judas Stern 


and Sergei Vassiliev, who confessed ' 
an attempt to assassinate Dr. Fritz 
Twardowski, counsellor to the Ger- 
man Embassy, last month, were 
sentenced to be shot to death by 
the military collegium of the Soviet 
Supreme Court yesterday. 


They were convicted after a two, 
day trial, in which the death pen- 


alty was demanded by Nikolai 
Krilenko, prosecutor. He sought to 
link the two young men with an} 
anti-Communist organization in Po-| 
land, which he said had marked 
Michael Kalinin, President of So- 
viet Russia, for death. 

The two defendants pleaded 
guilty. Previously Stern said that 
Twardowski was shot by mistake. 
the bullet being intended for the 
German Ambassador, Dr. Herbert 
von Dirksen. : 

“T feel that | have committed a 
great sin against my native coun- 
try, but I cannot mention other 
people because of my traditions and 
education,” Vassiliev said just be- 
fore the judges retired to consider 
their verdict. “I ani not like Stern.

He definitely asserted his enmity 
toward the Soviet State to the last. 

Asked if he had anything to say. 
Stern replied in the negative.

Since tax burden is caused largely by too much government, writer would reduce it to 
two kinds, national and local; sees no need for counties and other branches, but 
would have each city function independently; urges Senators-at-large, to be chosen 
from non-political fields; would revamp electoral. college to serve real purpose.

NE of the main causes of tax burdens 
0 in this country is the fact that we have 
too many kinds of government and too 
We 


vided into a multiplicity of branches. 
There should be but two kinds of govern- 
ment: local and national. County govern- 
ment was instituted before the era of rail- 
roads, g00d roads, telephones, automobiles 
and daily newspapers. It should be-abol- 
ished and its functions assigned partly to 
state and partly to municipal or regional 
control, There is no need of the duplicate 
expense of a city clerk and a county clerk, a 
city treasurer and a county treagurer, a city 


‘ @ county within its own jurisdiction, per- 


forming for itself all the services now per- 
formed for it by the county authorities. In 
fact, it would be better if all township, vil- 
lage, city and county government were 
merged under one central, regional control, 
embracing large centers of population or a 
group of contiguous communities.

Plans Community Garden 
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WEDNESDAY, 
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Pe Acquires 150-Acre Tract, Which Is 
‘ _ Expected to Provide Food for 
400 Families. 


A conimunity garden, where 
about 400 needy families may grow 
vegetables for their own use, will 
be operated this year under the di- 
rection of Citizen;’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment. 

A tract of 150 acres at Goodfel- 
low. boulevard an. Kingshighway 
northwest, owner by General Elec- 
tric .Co.,, has been secured, and 
about 60 acres most suitable for 
gardening are being prepared for 
planting. 


P. H. Byrns, director of relief 
for the: committee, announced the 
plans yesterday at a meeting of the 
Community Council. It-is expect- 
ed, he said, that a surplus of vege- 
tables will be grown, and in that 
event a cannery will be established 
in autumn to preserve the food for 
winter use. 

The Citizens’ Committee gardens, 
and those sponsored by other 
groups, will provide garden plots, 
seeds, equipment and supervision 
for nearly 900 families in St. Louis. 
The Health-Thrift gardens at Mag- 
nolia and Tower Grove avenues, 
and at Kingshighway and San 
Francisco avenue, sponsored by 
Julius Baer, will accommodate 400 
families; the Provident Association 
has space for 60 at Compton and 
Eads avenues, and the Urban 
League has three gardens with pro- 
vision for about 25 families. Anoth- 
er garden is that of Ozanam Shelter 
for Homeless Men, Montgomery 
and Celeman streets, where more 
than an acre of ground is being 
planted. 

Families Must Sign Contracts. 

The Citizens’ Committee gardens 
will be about 50 by 75 feet, some- 
what larger than the others. Byrns 
estimated praper care of each plot 
would require an hour and a half 
a day, or about three hours of 
work three days a week. 

Families to bé assigned will be 
chosen from among those’ now re- 
ceiving assistance from* Citizens’ 
Committee. relief agencies. They 
will be required to sign contracts 
binding them to spend a definite 
number of hours at the work each 
week, and if the agreement should 


not be kept the plot will be as- 
signed to another family. 
Seed, equipment and, if neces- 


sary, fertilizers will be supplied by 
the committee. W. L. Tayloe, for- 
merly of the facuity of the College 
of Agriculture of Missouri Univér- 
sity, has been engaged. to super- 
vise the work and will devote his 
full time to it. Tayloe will select 
the vegetables to be planted and 
instruct the gardeners in proper 
methods of cultivation. A watch- 
man will be on duty and tempo- 
rary buildings for. storage of 
equipment and rest rooms will be 
constrifcted. A fence will be built 
around the gardens if that should 
prove desirable. 

Byrns said it was not proposed 
to limit the use of the gardens to 
residents of the northwest section 
of the city in which they are h- 


cated. Some arrangement will be 
made, he said, to supply trans- 
portation for garden workers, 


either through volunteers or by 
employment of truck drivers at 
present out of work and receiving 
help from relief agencies. He em- 
phasized that the committee will 
not receive applications for gar- 
den space, but -will distribute the 
plots among those now being 
helped by relief agencies, 
An Experimental Venture. 

“This is a small beginning and 
entirely an experimental venture,” 
Byrns said, “Perhaps out of the 
experiment there may grow larger 
scale operations next year and ul- 
timately a permanent interest in 
gardening on the part of families, 
which will not only help to meet 
food problems, but also provide a 


medium through which the inevi- 
table leisure time of workers in 
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the future may be profitably and 
construqtively employed.” 

It is not certain, Byrns said, that 
the garden plan will pay for itself 
in dollars and cents. The commit- 
tee is not interested primarily in 
that aspect of it, he said, but in 
affording bélpful work to the un- 
employed.and supplying a varied 
and whdlesdme diet to those who 
might otherwise not obtain it. 

The Health-Thrift gardens spon- 
sored by Baer, unlike the Citizens’ 
Committee gardens, are not regard- 
ed as essentially a relief measure, 
but were made available also. to 
those interested in gardening as-a 
recreation. All plots have been al- 
lotted, and planting. has begun at 
the Magnolia-Tower Grove garden. 
Later this week, it is.expected, the 
garden at Kingshighway and San 
Francisco avenue ,will be opened. 
These plots average about 25 by 35 
feet, considerable less than those 
of the Citizens’ Committee. 

St. Louis U. Ground Being Used. 

The Provident Association gar- 
dens are classed as an experimefht 
being conducted by its Soulard dis- 
trict office. They are on ground 
owned by St. Louis University, the 
use of which was at first offered 
to Baer, who is assisting the Provi- 
dent Association, to make use of 
it. The ground is beifg prepared 
and planting will begin next week. 
Plots will be 30 by 60 feet. 

The Urban League has three 

smajjJ gardens which were oper- 
ated successfully last year and is 
seeking to obtain othérs within 
walking distance of neighborhoods 
in which Negro families “reside. 
These gardens are in the,4200 block 
of Labadie avenue, at Twenty-third 
and Dickson strtets and at 3000 
Marnice place. 
Operating of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee gardens will be ,under the 
direction of an advisory board 
which hagb as members 
Meyer, St. Louis County farm 
agent; Henry C. Irish, supervisor 
of gardens for the Board of Edu- 
cation; Frederick W. Pitgman, sur- 
veyor, and Eric Orf, supervisor of 
the Heatth-Thrift gardens. 

Orf has secured a report from 
Detroit where the Mayor’s Unem- 
ployment Committee last year sub- 
sidized 4369 garden plots, 1604 of 
them on the grounds of homes, the 
others in community projects. The 
committee spent $17,837 for seed, 
equipment and supervision and esti- 
mated the value of crops grown at 
$218,450. The average size of the 
Detroit gardens was about 30 by 
79% feet, amd the estimated value of 
the average crop was $50.

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JRABBIOUSTED IN ROW | 
OVER KOSHER BUTCHERS 


Jacob J. Grodsky Is Expelled 
From St. Louis Rabbinate 
by Council. 


Rabbi Jacob J. Grodsky, whose 
unlawful dealings in sacramental 
wine and more recént activities in 
the butchering of kosher meat have 
aroused the indigation of other 
Orthodox Jewish feaders, has been 
er-elled from the St. Louis rabbi- 
nate by Vaad Hoeir, a council rep- 
resenting 20 Orthodox Jewish con- 
gregations. 

The action of the council in dis- 
missing Rabbi Grodsky was rati- 
fied Monday night at a general 
meeting of the congregations. 

The ratifying resolution sets 
forth that Rabbi Grodsky is respon- 
sible for chaos existing in the ad- 
ministration of the’ kosher meat 
regulations by Vaad Hoeir. Among 
the complaints is that he brought 
to St. Louis two “Schochtim” 
(butchers of kosher meat) who are 
not accredited by Vaad -Hoeir. 
These “Schochtim”’ are employed 
by a packing company, it is 
charged. 

Injunction waite have been filed 
against the packing company and 
Six butcher shops to prevent them 
from selling meat alleged not to 
fulfill kosher requirements. It is 
alleged that Rabbi Grodsky acted 
as “Schochter,” contrary to regu- 
lations. 

A statement Issued by 
Goodman, president, and Nathan 
Harris, administrative committee 
chairman, announcing the expul- 
sion of Rabbi Grodsky by Vaad 
Hoeir, follows: ; 

“Rabbi Grodsky is bound by a 
decision of the Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis of America not to interfere 
with the administration of Jewish 
laws by Vaad Hoeir. He had pre- 
viously tfied to block our efforts to 
administer the kosher meat regu- 
lations’ and the rabbis’ union' or- 
dered him to desist. 

“Under the terms of this deci- 
sion he was to be paid $2000 on 
condition that he leave St. Louis. 
He decided to remain and the 
money was‘ paid to him at the rate 
of $35 a week. The payments were 
eontinued even after the $2000 was 
paid, principally for the purpose of 
keeping peace, but were stopped 
when it became apparent that Rab- 
bi Grodsky was fomenting new 
trouble.,”’ 

State Making Inquiry. 

Alvin A. Wolff, attorney, has

“Tne most effective way to ac- 
complish results is through the de- 
velopment of a community sense of 
responsibility, and through the sys- 
tematic organization of the com- 
munity to help itself and those of 
its members who are in need of 
help.’’

Would Pay Visiting Owner 25 
Cents for Each Free Ticket: 


“Something must be done about 
it,” one club owner toid the Post- 
Dispatch, “and many plans have 
been suggested to detour the pass 
gate customers to the box office 
windows. It is a difficult task, 
because we find that once a man 
forms the habit of seeing a show 
for nothing, he considers it reckless 
and improvideut to join the cash 
customers. However with every- 
body working together I believe 
there will be a great reduction in 
the number of passes issued during 
the 1932 season.” 

A Proposed Plan. 


One magnate has proposed that 
the home clup reimburse the vis- 
iting club for every pass turned in 
at the free gate and this sugges- 
ion has met with approval in many 
cities. 

“That is one sure way of cutting 
down the number of passes.”’ the 
magnate explained. “All of the 
clubs in a league are virtually ina 
partnership and one partner really 
has no right to give away the oth- 
er partner’s share of the gate re- 
ceipts. For instance, if I want to 
hand out a thousand passes for a 
ball game J can do it and the own- 
er of the visiting club has to stand 
by and see his share of the gate re- 
duced, as the thousand persons file 
through the pass gate. 

“Now under the proposed plan, 
I would have to pay the visiting 
club owner 25 cents for each of 
those passes. That money, minus 
the league share, would go to the 
visiting club, so the visiting part- 
ner would not be suffering at all 
by my generosity. I would be the 
only one suffering and you can bet 
that I would hesitate about giving 
away sO many passes. 

“If such a plan were adopted 
the pass gate customers of course 
would be-expected to pay the 25 
cents, and that to a great extent 
would reduce the number of per- 
sons who wanted passes. Because 
we find that if a person habitually 
gets into a show for nothing he 
doesn’t even want to pay as much 
as 25 cents.” 

Players’ Passes Reduced. 

One of the first steps taken to- 
ward curbing the pass evil was the 
the daily passes 
given in the past to the ball play- 
ers. In other years each player, 
when in his home city, was per- 
mitted to write two passes each 
day. In former years this same 
courtesy was extended to the road, 
but a couple of years ago the boys 
were limit to ducats~ in their 
home cities.

But we learned that some of the 
players were using their passes to 
buy gasoline, oil, meat, groceries, 
clothing and garage service. They 
would pass out the free tickets for 
a choice cut of meat at the butch- 
er’s, or for a tank full of gasoline 
they would provide tickets for an 
entire series. 
All Were Used. 


‘All of the passes were used ev- 
ery day, with rare exccptions. If 
Joe Doak, the pitcher, didn’t have 
any friends wanting to see the Sat- 
urday game, his friend, Emil Huf- 
nazgel, the catcher, would use the 
pitcher’s two tickets and perhaps 
get a fine roast for the Sunday din- 
ner by permitting the butcher to 
throw a four-seat party at the ball 
game. That was a bad situation. 
We had to stop that. Occasionally 

> passes fell into dishonest hands 
and actually were sold to cut-rate 
customers.” 

The pass hound, according to 
baseball club owners, knows his 
baseball. He doesn’t journey tothe 
ball park for games with weaker 
clubs. He saves carfare or gaso- 
line on those days and concentrates 
on big days. He never wants to 
miss any ‘of the Cardinals’ games 
with the Giants, Cubs or other pen- 
nant contenders. When the Ath- 
letics come to town or the Yan- 
kees, he turns out with all his 
free-gate friends. It is the same 
way in New York, Chicago, Phil- 
delphia or Detroit. When the at- 
traction is good, when the _ club 
owners need their space for cash 
customers, the pass-hound goes 
hunting for ducats and arrives at 
the ball park early. He knows the 
choice seats and you’ll usually find 
him in*‘them.

STEEL SUPPORT OF APPROACK 
TO MUNICIPAL BRIDGE FINISHED 


Contractors have 
completed the steel supporting 
structure for the new Eastern rail- 
road approach of the Municipal 
Bridge and it is being painted. A 
total of 6715 tons of steel, costing 
about $415,000, was used. 

The new approach will connect 
the tracks of all Eastern railway 
lines with the Munitipal Bridge.

Yesterday they watched 19,000 
men, all flood refugees, on the job, 
rebuilding the dike which was bad- 
ly damaged by the unprecedented 


floods of 1931. It will be raised 
three feet higher than it was be- 
fore the flood.

tends 20 miles to protect Hankow 


from water coming from the upper 
Yangtze and Han rivers during the 
flood scason.
